Blunt "Has appointed Surveyor of the King*s Fictures in 1945 and continues 
this activity for Queen Elisabeth# In this capacity Blunt was responsible for the 
post-war reinstellation and reairrangasaent of the pictuares in the Royal Falaces, 
principally Buckingham Falace, Windsor Castle and Hasipton Court# He also organised 
the ]tolbition of the Klng»s Flctures at tie Royal Aoadeasay in the winter of 1946-^47* 

In addition to directing the Courtauld Institute, Blunt teaches History 
of Art at the University of London, is a fellow of the British Aoadeasy and is advisor 
of pictures to the National Trust# He has served on TreasuiT- Committees to advise 
the British Government on the future of historic buildings and on the export of 
works of art# Since 1945 he has acted as general adviser to tlie Royal Academy on 
all their winter exhibitlonSf 

for his distinguished work in organising exhibitions Blunt has received 
titles from three countriest fitaa England, Commander of the Victorian Orderj 
from France, Officier de la Legion d*Honeur and from the Netherlands, Commander of 
the Order of Orange Nassau# In 1954 he was the Ibglish representative on the 
Council of Europe for Intematiojcial exhibitions of Mannerist Art and in 1955* Baroqim 
Art# 

Among his outstanding publications are ARTISTIC THEORY IN ITALY, FRANCOIS 
MANSART, ART AND ARCHITECTURE IN FRANCE 1500-1780 and, in collaboration with Walter 
Friedlaendtf^r, CATALOGUE RAISONNE OF THE DRAWINGS OF NICOUS POUSSIN.

1937 Joined staff of the Warburg Institute, London. 

1939 Reader in the History of Art, London University, and Deputy 
Director of the Court auld Institute of Art. 

1939_45 In the Army (mainly War Office). 

19^5 Surveyor of The King's Pictures (continued as Surveyor of The 
Queen's Pictvu?es under the present reign). 

19^7 Professor of History of Art in London University and Director 
of the Courtauld Institute of Art. 

1950 Fellow of the British Academy. 

As Surveyor was responsible for the re-installation ond re-arrangement 
of the pictures in the Royal Palaces (principally Buckingham Palace, Windsoi 
Castle, and Hampton Court) after the War, and for organising the Exhibition 
of The King's Pictures at the Royal Academy, London, Winter 1946/7. After 
this exhibition made Commander of the Victorian Order. 

Organised exhibit ion' of ' 'Landscape'in Prench'“Art' at the Royal Academy, 
Winter 1949/50. Afterwards made „ Of f icier de la Legion d'Honeur. 

Acted as general adviser to the Royal Academy on all their Winter Ex- 
hibitions since 1945. ' 

In 1948 organised an exhibition of 'Masterpieces of the Dutch School 
from the Collection of H.M. The King of England' in The Hague in honour of 
the Jubilee of H.M. Queen Juliana of the Netherlauids. Afterwards made 
Comma n der of the Order of Orange Nassau. 

In 1948 appointed adviser on pictures to the National Trust. 

Served on Treasury Committees to advise the Government on the future 
of historic buildings and on the export of works of art. 

English representative on the Council of Europe for international ex- 
hibitions of Mannerist Art (1954) and Baroque Art (1955). 

Publications; 

Organised, and acted as^general Editor for, the CataQ-ogue of the 
Drawings in the Royal Library at Windsor, of which 14 volumes have now 
appeared, of which he was author of two, one on French Drawings, the other 
on Castiglione and Stefano della Bella.
